Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Franke MCC pect 


After publishing an article on asthma I get many 
voluntary letters telling of cases which have been 
cured through following my directions. For this 
reason I am always glad to write on this subject, 
since I am sure it will help still others. Perhaps the 
reason that patients who have been able to over- 

| 
| 


come asthma are so grateful is that they had given 
up hope of a cure and this makes them appreciate 
complete freedom from attacks. 

I have found that even the long-standing cases 
will yield with as much success as those cases where 
the attacks have been present for a short time, 
probably because the ones who have had it longest 
tried every kind of cure and know that their best 
chance lies in sticking exactly to the directions, It 
has been my experience that asthma is a 100% eur- 
able disorder, The treatment which I advise may 
be used on afl forms, and the patient need have no 
more attacks as long as he lives if he will only 
carry out instructions. 

Most patients develop their first attacks before 
the age of 25 and it has been estimated that more 
than thirteen million working days are lost each 
year from attacks of bronchial asthma alone. One 
of the strange things aobut the disorder is that 
many patients never have an attack during the day 
time, all of them coming at night. 

The three principal causes of asthma are: 1— 
Excessive stomach gas, which pushes up against 
the diaphragm. 2—Weakness of the diaphragm 
which is the large, flat muscle used in breathing. 
3—Excessive Secretion of mucus by the mucus 
membranes lining the bronchial tubes. More and 
more attention is being paid to the bronchial tubes 
and their branches in relation to the part they play 
during the attack of bronchial asthma . It is likely 
that the small muscle fibers in their walls under- 
go a spasmodic contraction which interferes with 
the escape of air from the lungs. When the tubes 
are watched during the attack with a bronchoscope 
it will be found that they become smaller, due to 
swelling up of the mucous membranes which of 
course, reduces the size of the hole through them. 
In addition they are further blocked by enormous 
amounts of mucus, and the result is that pushing 
air outward from the lungs is increasingly diffi- 
cult and tihs gives rise to the main symptoms of 
asthma, which is difficult breathing. However, al- 
though the patient literally gasps for air, death is 
rare. The wheezing or whistling sound which is 
heard comes from the struggle due to the air trying 
to get through the partly closed tubes and is usual- 
ly louder when much mucus is present. A little 
later the mucus is coughed up, containing the 
typical little white masses which look like tapioca 
and are called “perles of Laenneo” and when this 
occurs, the attack less 

I have come to the conclusion that the reason 
for the attack may be that the body has become 
so toxic that wastes are thrown out through the 
mucous membranes of the tubes, which become 
truly eliminative channels . The presence of such 
large amounts of waste causes irritation and swell- 
ing of the tubes, and, when these poisons are wash- 
the copious discharge of mucus, the 
patient recovers.
